Portland During a Steady 
Downpour of Kaiu. 

Dense Crowds Welcome tlie Chief 
Magistrate— How the Day was 
Spent in the City. 



ACROSS THE OREOON LINE. 

Asill.AND, Or., May -t.— In the midst of 
a driviuH rainstorm tlio presidential special 
orosaod fi-oiii California into Oregon at 0:15 
o'clock to-iiighl. Rain continued to fall un- 
til the train reached Ashland at 8 o'clock. 
Much difiSoulty was experience^ ^'by the 
locomotive, on account bf the 'slippery 
tracks, in drawing the heavy train up tlio 
steep grades over the Siskiyou range, and 
the eoMihiiied ell'orla of three engines were 
retiuircd to (muiIjIo the run to lie nude ou 
time.

NEW ORLEANS MUEDEES. 



Keport of the Orand Jury ou the 
LyuchiDfir of the Eleven 
Prisoners. 



The Evidence Fails to Justify au 
Indlctmeut-The firibiuer of 
the Jnrors- 

New Orleans, May 5. — ^Tho long delayed 
report of the grand jury on the Mafia mur- 
ler of Chief Hennossy and the lynching of 

the prisoners in the jail was presented to 
Judge Marr, this evening. The docmneiit 
is an extremely long one, and goes over the 
facts leudiiig up to the assassination of 
Hennessy. The report is particularly severe 
upon the methods of the O'MuUey detective 
agency, which the jury declares to have 
been for a long time past engaged in the 
business of bribing jurors, corrupting courts 
and otheriviso defeating the ends of justicu. 
Tho grand jury declares that the result of 
its investigation proves conclusively that 
the unsatisfactory verdict in the cases 
of the iiiemberH of the M;ifia, ch.irgtd 
with murdering Heniicsay, was due entirely 
to the taiiiperiinj with witnesaeu by O'Mal- 
ley and his agents. In view of these facts, 
indictments charging them with bribery 
are brought against 1). C. O'Mallcy, John 
Coonoy, 'I'hos. M. Crystal. Bernard Claudi, 
Charles Granger and t'erdinand Arainant. 

Regarding the lynchinj; of the prisoners 
in the jail, the report of the grand jury 
says : " We have engaged ourtelTes most 
a,s.iiduou3ly with tho e.xaminalion of a large 
number of witnesses, embracing those who 
were present at the meeting on Canal street 
in the Yieiiiity of the parish prison, as well 
as several hundred of our fellow citizens, 
taken from every rank and class 
of society. It is shown in the 
evidcnci that the gathering on Saturday 
morning, March I4th, emhraced several 
thousandfl of the first, best oud even most 
law-abiding of the' citizens of this city, 
assembled, as is the right of American 
citizens, to discuss in a public meeting, 
questions of grave importance. We find a 
general sentiment among the witnesses, and 
also in our iatercourse with the people, that 
the verdict as rendered by the jury was con- 
trary to the law. The evidence was secured 
mainly through designing and unsorpuulous 
agents, and employed for the special pur- 
poses of defeating the ends of justice. 
At that meeting the determination was 
shown;ttiat 'the people could not submit to 
the su'rreiider of .their rigbts into' the hands 
of midnight assassins and their poweiful 
allies. '. The awassination of the late chief of 
police shows the culmination of a conspiracy. 
His death was deemed necessary to prevent 
the exposure and punishment oi criminals, 
whose guilt was being fust established by 
his diligent pursuit. The condition of 
afTairs in this oomniuuity, as to a certain 
class of violators of the law, had reached 
such a stage that the low itself iriis 
well-nigh powerless to deal with 
them. So far-reaching was their influence 
in the trial of criminal cases, that good citi- 
zens were profoundly impressed by tho re- 
peated and sign.-il failures of justice. The 
arts of the perjurer aud briber seemed to 
dominate in the courts, paralyzing and 
rendering; powerless the ends of juaiiec. 
Certainly, this was a desperate situation. 
The public meeting was general uiid 
spontaneous in its character, ivs truly in- 
dicating au uprising of the masses. We 
doubt if any power at command of the 
ofHcers, would have been suflicieut to 
ovcrcoBio its intentions. Evidence is before 
us from ofKcial sources, that eleven persons 
were killed in the attack on the Pariah 
prison. Id the careful examination us to 
the citizenship of these men, we find that 
many of them were, beyond question, 
American citizens, and another had de- 
clared his intention in this court, which act 
carries with it tho renunciation of allegiance 
to his native country. It is a noteworthy 
fact in connection with the uprising that no 
injury whatever 'was done to otiier persons 
or property, except this one act, which 
seemed to be the object of the assembly at 
the Parish prison. Wo have re- 
ferred to the largo number of 
citizens particip:iting in this demon- 
stration, estimated by judges at-' from 
6,000 to 8,000, as a spontaneous ''itpirising 
of tho people. The magnitude of this offuir 
makes it a difficult task to fix the guilt up- 
on any number of tho participants. In fact, 
the act scorns to involve the entire people of 
the parish, and tho city of New Orleans, so 
profu.sc is their sympathy and ex- 
tended their connection with the affair, 
lu view of these considerations, the 
thorough exaniinauou of the .suliject has 
failed to disclose the necessary facts to jus- 
tify this grand jury in iircscntiug an indjot- 
ment." 



BY ATLAINTIC CABLE. 



' Altaekol l>y an Italian. 

London, Ivluy 5.— A terrible affair, is re- 
ported this morning from Southport, tho 
watering place in the Irish sea, near Pres- 
ton. Mr. Sawyer, a landlord, was attacked 
by an llulian named Cuinniino. The as.iault 
was sudden, and, apparently, unprovoked. 
Tiie Italian used a kiufe, anrl plied it with 
terrible ellect. Mr. Sawyer, who was un- 
armed, defended himself as best ho could 
with a cliiiir, winch was soon sninshed in 
the strugijlc, and he was succumbing under 
the atroliea of his assailant, when his wife 
and daughter rushed upon tho scene and 
tried to icacuo him, Cnmmlno drew a re- 
volver aud firoil upon the three, following 
up his shots with his knife, aud then lied. 
The wife and daughter are dyin^, and Mr. 
Sawyer cannot recover from the injuries he 
has received. It is reported later that the 
assassin has been captured. 

Incendiary Fire tatReme. 

Rome, May 5.— The Vatican and govern- 
ment circles are greatly exercised ovor tho 
rumors in circulation in this city about a 
fire which wm, last evening, discovered in 
the barracks occupied by the carbiiieri.i, or 
armed and niounled policemen. Nutwith- 
atundim; the utmost cll'orta of tho soldier.i 
itiid llrenicn, the flames soon spread to the 
adjoining huililingH, where were (luartured 
the horses of the police and forage for 
their inaiutenunco, \V hen the stables wore 
attacked by tho fire tho horses rushed 
frantically to the banks of the river, whoro 



they wore captured. The rumors 'above re- 
ferred to are to the effect that the fire was 
undoubtedly of incendiary origin, luid th« 
work of the socialist element of the capital. 
However this may be, it is certoin that the 
Vatican authorities were so much alarmed 
that they at once ordered the Swiss guard 
under arms during the entire night. 

Tbn 0'8hea nivorcc Suit. 

London-, May .5. — Though no official 
confirmation can be obtained, tho story 
that the Queen'.s proctor is making in- 
quiries with a view to intervene in tho 
O'Sliea .Parnell divorce suit to prevent tho 
decree being made absolute, fs generally 
credited, and it is stated that the informa- 
tion supplied to the Queen's proctor al- ' 
leges that O'Shea suppressed material facts. 
If tills is proved to tiave been the case, the 
divorce proceedings will be annulled^ and 
Parnell can't marry Mrs. O'Sliea. The be- 
iof is prevalent throughout that tho least in-' 
dependent inquiries would upsot O'Shea's 
case, not by disproving the . allegations 
against his wife, but by showing-nenigeitioe 
and indifference on his part, which would 
amount to collusion.

Victoria Has Now a Public Clock- 
It is Named the 
McKillican. 



7or long ili has been complained that the 

city of ■^'ictoria was not possessed of any 
means of keeping uniform time, aud that the 
only standard by which time could be re- 
gulated was that which has been furaishcd 
liy Mr. C. E, Redforn, on Government 
stieet. Besides, there was nothing to 
announce the hours us they passed, a coH- 
venience that all regard as much to be 
desiderated. Some time back, however, 
the Mayor and City Council awarded the 
contract to the gentleman above mentioned 
for a town clock of considerable proportions, 
whose face could be seen a fairly long dis- 
tance away, and which, at any rate, was 
likely to meet the requirements of Victoria 
for some time to como. On obtaining the 
order the contractor arranged with 
Messrs, Gillett & Johnson, the 
eminent clock manufacturers and bell 
founders, of Croydon, Surrey, England, to 
supply the article required. It arrived sev- 
eral weeks since, and, it is satisfactory to 
say, was pushed on so promptly that it was 
started three months ahead of the time 
stipulated — a fact which Mayor Grant sig- 
nalled in a brief address on the occasion of 
his setting the machinery in motion. 

All who have seen the mechanism of the 
timepiece, and who are in any way ac- 
quainted with the manner in which clocks 
run, pronounce it a splendid piece of work, 
both in principle and finish. . There are 
four skeleton iron dials facing ifour ways, 
each measuring seven feet six ineh^s, upon 
which immense hands point out the ihiijutea 
and the hours as they, pass^.tho hours and - 
half-hours being announced hy a bell 
weighing 2,170 pounds, whoso re- 
sonance is such as to he heard 
all over the city. Tho machinery— or 
rather the works — is of polished gun metal, 
the main wheels measuring 14 and 16 inches 
in diameter. The whole of tho metal has 
been highly tempered and. everything has 
been provided so as to secure the utmost 
regularity and, at the same time, durability 
The pendulum occupies a half second to 
each beat, is known as of the compensated 
variety, and is over eight feet long. The 
" bob " with which the pendulum is fitted 
weighs over 120 pounds, and has every ap- 
pliance by which it can be regidated. Tho 
motive power is given by means of cast 
iron weights of over 1,400 pounds, sus- 
pended by wires. The bell sounds P sharp 
when struck by a hammer of 45 
pounds. The clock is the largest iu the 
province, similar clocks and balls, but of 
different capacities, having been put up in 
Kredericton, N. B.; Toronto, Durban, South 
,\fricn : Sydney, Australia ; Dunsdin, Now 
Zealand, and in a number of public 
buildings in London, England. Such is a 
brief description of the clock, which it is to 
be hoped will answer every legitimate ex- 
pectation that has been formed regard- 
'•■V it- . . : 

l'''or several days tho time-piece had'.,a 
trial trip, whicli having proved satisfactory 
in every way, it was, yesterday, forinally 
taken over and set to workr The pendu- 
lum, which had been secured by means of 
strings, luiving been^releaaed by ths Mayor 
u'ith the as.sislancsxf''^^^£'of'soizZ9r8,'with 
silver liandlcs, munufatstured by Mr, Miller 
at Mr. Rcdferu'a establishment, began its 
regular swing imd, from time to time, oscil- 
lated in a manner to which no exception 
could be lidieu. 

'l"hc Miiyor, having started the big time- 
keeper on its cliuso of "the man with the 
scythe," renuuked upon Llie beanly and tho 
proportions if the nicclumism, con- 
gratukting tin: i:itii'.cns upon having ■ 
tho largrst clock in the )ii'oviiice, . 
Ho luimcd it the McKilliciUi, a cc.mpli/nrnt 
t.i the clKiirniiin of the City Hall committee, 
i'i'iiiarl;iiig that Aid. Kobcrtson was also 
entitled to consideration in the same direc- 
tion. Ho concluded a few appropriate 
ob.servalions by proposing the thaidis of the 
citizrns to Mr. Kedt'ern for having been so 
far alu':id of time, and for having done his 
work f.o faithfully :iiul so well. 

The ))ropo.sitioii of thanks was loudly ac- 
claimed, aud having been tendered to Mr. 
Redfern, that gentleman made a brief 
acknowledgment, in which lie piiid u tribute 
to Mr. Kilwards, who hud rendered him 
such eilicieiit asslsliincc in putting up the 
apparatus. He al"o thimkeil .Mr. Northcott 
foi' his help, aud ftirihcr dw.:dt upon tho 
satisfactory manner in whiidi tho English 
manufacturers had co-operated v itli nim. 
This clock, he observed, though not the 
largest, wns certainly tho , best on ' the 
coast, und would bo a monument for the 
city for generations to come.

The Lieut. -Governor and the guests sup- 
porting liitn were met «t the college gates 
by Principal Church in full academical 
attire. Muster of Arts' gown, hood, etc., 
and conducted to the main class room, 
which was fragrant with the odor of many 
flowers, which with flags, foliage and 
Jnpane-se lanterns had been useil to good 
cfTqct in the decoration of the room. Rising 
from a bed of flowers at the upper end of 
the room was- a raised platform, where the 
moat honored guests of the day were given 
seats, the Lieutenant-Governor ut the right 
of the principal and the premier at the 
left. The pupils, neatly and becomingly 
dressed in their college clothes, filled the 
twenty or more double forms in the room. 

THE PKINCII'AL'S ADDRESS. 

Rev. H. Kingham, in the absence of the 
Lord Bishop, otfered a prayer for the future 
prosperity of the college, after which Prin- 
cipal Chnrch rose and euid, turning to Lt.- 
Governor Nelson : 

" May it please Your Honor — Before ask- 
ing you to declare the new bnildlDgs of this 
our college open, it, seems beat, fitting that 
I should briefly review Its past history, 
Riance at the ciroumstanees of its present 
establishment, and indicate' what, with 
God's blessing, are our hopes and intentions 
as to the future. Our college is the oldest 
of its kind in British , Columbia, dating 
back to the sixties, and baving-been sue 
cesafuUy conducted by Archdeacons Wood 
and Mogg in the old Archdeaconry, and 
later on by the Rev. C. J. Brenton, first ut 
Ross Bay and then again at its old home, 
in Vancouver House. During this period 
of time, while Victoria wis still a thing of 
the future, it filled a much-felt want, and 
mauy of tlie most successful and respected 
of the present citizens of British Columbia 
and the neighboring state.? have reason to 
be tlinnkful for the education which has 
since fitted them for spheres of usefulness 
and honor. But, sir, on my arrival 
in the colony and .acceptance of the 
priucipalship, last year, I found there 
was a widespread feeling that the day of 
hired school rooms, or dwelling houses, was 
past, and that the commandiug position 
which Victoria was rapidly assuming as the 
greatest tourist and residential centre of the 
North Pacific Coast, demanded that new 
and suitable premises, erected with a view 
to educational requirements, should at once 
be commenced. It is not for ine to .say 
with what degree of success we have en- 
deavored to meet the demand ; this, only, I 
.will venfctire to remark, the selection of the 
site offered but little difiiculty, inasmuch as 
■vre at once perceived that, while there was 
btlj one Victoria on the Pacific Coast, there 
was but one Beacon Hill in Victoria. Here, 
outside the unhealthy and, to a youth, 
morally .dangerous atmosphere of the 
crowded streets of a great city, with un- 
rivalled recreation grounds of 200 acres 
fronting us, suited for every forin-of manly 
and ennobling sport, if our pleasures be as 
Epicurus says a duty, our duty must prove 
a'plesBure. The buildings themselves are 
at present designed to accommodate 2r) 
boarders, while the class-rooms have been 
arranged for 50 more day students. A 
gymnasium, stabling and bicycling slicda 
arc in course of erection. Finally, turning 
from the building to the inirposes for which 
it has been erected, we feel tliat it is most 
appropriate and (itting that, within a few 
days of your Honor's signifying your 
gracious as-iciil to the ameniloil bill for the 
fjundation of a Britisli (-'(ihiinliia (Jniver.sity, 
you slinuld have serii lit by condcsL'cniliiig 
to ho present with us to-day, to Htamp with 
your approval an cndo.ivor to provide and 
prepare .students, not only for commercial 
and professional life, lint al.so for I hees 
ainiiiations of that university, when it shall 
bo founded, ^"'or one of the piirjioses ol 
this, our college, is to act as a connecting 
link between the excellent elementary train- 
ing in facts supplie 1 by our Jfree and 
high Bchoools, of which wo are now 
justly proud, and that highest form 
of education in character, manners, meth- 
ods ttod facu with which in a corporate 



university we ' soon hope to bo equally 
gratified. But while a college training is 
directed possibly to fit one for aprofessional 
or university, a scientific or a commercial 
career, it regards as equally important the 
harmonious development of the spiritual, 
moral and physical nature of the scholar, 
which seems most possible, vnder the in- 
dividual and small class college system,, in 
which the master is absolutely on the same 
social and moral, and a higher mental plat- 
form than the best of his scholars ; and the 
lad associates during his unripe years with 
pure, obedient and well behaved comrades. 
Your honor will have remarked from the 
commencement of our proceedings, that the 
spirit of our college work aims at being dis- 
tinctly and deeply religious, so while neces- 
sarily undenominational ^'Fundamenta ejus 
super monlihns Kanclis." Relying upon the 
truth that "Example is better than pre- 
cept," it will be our constant endeavor to 
see that the masters and all connected with 
the institution shall offer to the pupils ex- 
amples of religious reverence, purity in 
word and deed, temperance, politeness, 
loyalty and uidustry. 1 now beg respect- 
fully to request your honor to declare the 
new buildingsof Corrig College open." 

DECLARED OPEN. 

In response to Principal Church's re- 
quest. His Honor, the Liout.-Governor, 
stepped forward ond, addressing the 
visitors and pupils, . said : " Many years 
ago, wheal it was recognized that Victoria 
must become a delightful place of residence, 
one great objection that was continually 
presenting itself was that education was 
not provided for. That day has gone by. 
Wc now have a large and excellent system 
of public schools and admirable high 
schools. Our public school advantages, I 
do not think, are surpassed in any country in 
the world ; certainly in no country as young 
as British Columbia, and with a limited 
population. Since thoso days, long ago, 
Corrig College came to supply a want that 
was felt, even though the public schools 
were such as any nation in the world might 
bo proud of. Muiiy people of a certain 
class prefer that their children shall 
receive a different education from that 
furnished at the public schools, and 
desire to pay for it. it is 
these that recognize the advantages of 
Corrig College and rejoice at its establish- 
ment. I am glad so fine a site has been 
selected for this new college. What liner 
playground could there be than thi.s broad 
and beautiful park ; or what could be more 
grand than the scenery on every hand? 
Victoria is gradually becoming great. She 
will not only bo a metropolis of the West, 
but she will he the great seat of learning for 
the western portion of the Dominion. Corrig 
College lias many of the natural require- 
ments for k secon(l Cxford or a Cambridge 
of the new world. Victoria is in many 
respects like Toronto. That city is now 
not only a commercial metropolis, but it is 
at the head in educational institutions of 
every kind. I hope the day will soon come 
when Victoria will occupy a similar positiou. 
I have now great pleasure in declaring 
Corrig College open. (Cheers. )

; <«fficial organ of the Kueaian Foreign OiSce,

Notwithstanding the 
traditional good-will of Russia toward the 
United States and her hereditary animosity 
toward England, it -will be observed that 
the article, which deals with the question 
irom a standpoint of international law and 
of Russian history, pronounces iUalf op- 
posed to the arguments of the State Depart- 
ment in every particular, and strongly en- 
dorses the arguments of Lord Salisbury.

"TliocorrespouddnoebetweeiiGrcat.Brituin 
and the United fStiitca with regard to the 
fislihig and sealing rights in the Hehring 
Sea lius recently been aiibudtted to the 
Kngliah Parliament. The AniericiinB put 
'iprvvard a claim for exclusive fishing and 
ioaling rights over a stretch extending iis fur 
as 100 miles from the coast, and bane it 
upon a ukase bearing the date of 18'21, in 
which Emperor Alexiinder I. declared that 
the rigliC of fishing and sealing in ttie Behr- 
i»g Soa was restricted to Russians. The 
Uoverumcut of the United States argues 
that inasmuch as it acquired by the pur- 
chase of Alaska all the rights which Russia 
possessed in America, it has likewise be- 
oomo entitled to all our former advantages 
and privileges in connection with the Ueii- 
ring dea. England opposes this view on the 
ground that the modern jun yentium, or law 
of nations, does not in any way legalize tlie 
acquisition along with the purchase of

*^'In order to be able to determine the ex 
act extent of the imperial rights of the 
United States over the seas that wash the 
Alaskian shores, it is necessary to deliiio 
the waters which can bo considered as per 
iaining to the coast states. In addition to 
ho tracts of water which are locate 
ithin the territorial boundaries— such us, 
or instance, rivers, creeks, aud estuaries 
he coast waters, as well as the waters of 
Imost landlocked buys, belong to the coast 
tate.

three years later, on April 5, 1824, w« fin4 
that our (tho Russian) goTemmcnt signed a 
treaty or conrention with the United iStates 
dealing with tho rights of navigation and 
fishery on tho northwest coast of North 
America, in this convention no allusion or 
reference of any kind is make to tho rights 
claimed in the ukase of 1821. On tho con- 
trary, it stipulates in Article I. that ' the 
subjects of the two siguatory powers shall 
in no wise bo debarred or prevented from 
navigating and fishing in any portion of the 
Paciho Ocean. ' They are also at liberty to 
land everywhere, and to trade with the 
natives. 

" An absolutely identical clause will be 
found in Article I of the treaty between 
Russia and England concerning the north- 
west coast of North America, which was 
signed on February IG, 1825. It ia there- 
fore clearly manifest that at the time of the 
sale of Alaska to tlie United States tho 
Russian privileges for exclusive fishing in 
tho Behring's Sea, cUiuicd under the 
ukaso of 1821, had long before 
been abandoned and passed out 
of existence. The United States, there- 
fore, has no justification for basing its 
Behring's Seu claims on tlie alleged x>08seB- 
sion of these rights by Russia at tho time 
of the.transfer of Alaska, for we did not at 
that time possess any^rights or privileges of 
this charaeter.r'ihoreover, the pretensions 
of the United States', 4fai this, matter are iu 
absolute contrsdiotiou to'the.thost element- 
ary principle of inte'rnatiohal law. That 
portion of the. Behriag'sSeii which falls 
witbm the three-inile zone of the Ainerican 
continent is the only portion of, the. Pacific 
ocean over whidi the United States pos- 
se.Hoea sovereign and exdiusive &ifaery rights. 
That part of the Behring's' Seft which lies 
beyond three miles from the AmeHcan dry- 
land is mare liberum, and its fishedes are 
free to all nations." .1

TJIE MUSSIAN VIEW. 

The British public have been told, over and 
over again, tha'. tho United States, wlieii it 
purchased Alaska, acquired, with the laud, 
jurisdiction over more than half the waters 
of Bebrin^'B Sea. It was contended, on bo- 
half of the States, that the sea that goes by 
that name has always been a closed sea, 
and that Russia claimed and exercised ex- 
clusive juristlietion over its waters. The 
world was told that, although the Britisli 
were ready to contest the claim of the 
United Stales to the Eastern half of the 
Soa, they took very \^ooA care to leave the 
Russians in t[uiet and i)euceablc possession 
of the Western half, and that the Russians 
still claimed and exercised exclusive juris- 
iictiou over that half. The UUaso in which 
Russia asserted its cliiim — that of 1821 — 
wjis quoted in proof of these statements. No 
doubt many American's considered the 
argument conclusive, and really believed 
that their Government, when it purchased 
Alaska, acquired the right to prevent men 
of any other nation from hunting seals in 
any part of Behring'a Sea outside the juris- 
diction of Russia. Nothing was known by. 
people generally as to how the Russians or 
their Government regarded the American 
•laim. It was generally supposed that Rus- 
sia took the same view of its riglits over 
the western portion of that sea as tli'; Uni- 
ted States did. But au article that recent- 
ly appeared in the St. Petersburg Journal, 
which is said to be the organ of the Rus- 
sian Foreign OIHce, lets a'flood of light on 
the whole question. The article may 
be looked upon as, in a sense, authorita- 
tive. To the Burprise of Americans gen- 
erally, the Russian organ takes the British 
fiewof the question. It holds that, in 

' these days, the " high seas " are free to all 
Bations, and that no country can claim jur- 
isdiction over any part of the ocean which 
is at a greater distance than three 
miles from its shores. It denies that Russia 
conveyed sovereignty over any part of 
Bebring's Sea when it handed the territory 
of Alaska over to the United States. It 
states distinctly that three years after tho 
nkase on which the United .States bases its 
•laini was issued, Russia, in ;i. cnnveiitioii 
with the United States, made no reference 
to the rights claimed in that ukase. The 
language of the article is bo clear and so 
emphatic that we cannot resist the tempta- 
tion of quoting its concluding paragraplis:- 
"It is woi lliy of note, moreover, tliat the 
ukate of 1821, upon which the United 
States Govei'nineut bases its claims did not 
remain in force very long. For already 
tlu'ce years later, on April 5, 18'2-1, we find 
that our (tho Russian) Government signeil 
a treaty or convention with the United 
States dealiiig with the rights of navigation 
and fishery on tho north-west coast of North 
Amerii-a. In this couvention no allusion or 
reference of any kind is made to the rights 
claimed in the ukase of 1821, On the con- 
trary, it stipulates in Article I. that the 
' subjects ' of tlio two signatory powers shall 
iijnowisebe debarred or prevented from 
navigating and fishlog in any portion of the 

, Paoittp Ocean. They are also at liberty to 
land everywhere and trade with the 
aatives. 

" An absolutely identical clause will be 
found in Article I. of tho treaty between 
Russia and England, concerning the north- 
west coast of North America, which was 
signed on February 16, 1825. It is, there- 
fore, clearly manifest that at the time of 
the sale of Alaska to the United .States I he 
Russiati privilege for exclusive lisliint; in the 
Behring's .Sea, claimed under the ukase of 
18'21, ha'l long before hcen aband iumI and 
passed out of existence. The United States, 
therefore, li.as no justification for leasing 
its Bullring's Sea claiirs on tho alleged pos- 
session of vli(!.so l ights by Russia at lliu time 
of the transfer of Alaska, for we did not at 
the tinie poiscHS any rights or privileges of 
this eliiraoler. Moreover, tho pretonai-ins 
of the United States in this matter are in 
absolute contrailiction to the uio.-it elcinont- 
»ry principle of intoniational law. That 
poiliun of the Behring's CJca which falls 
within the throu mile zone of the .\mciicau 
fiont ncnt is llio only poi lion of thii Pacific 
Ocean over which the United States poi- 
fie.-BCS sovereign and excln.sive fisliciy 
rights. That portion of lii.'hring'a Sc i 
which lioa beyond throe miles from the 



American dry land is mare liberum, and its 
fisheries ere free to all nations." 

This is conclusive. It is nob by any 
means likely that we will, after this, licar 
anything more about Behring's Sea being a 
mare claimim or about the sovereign rights 
which tho United States fjurohased from 
Russia. There are indications that the 
United States Government has become con- 
vinced that its claim to exclusive jurisdic- 
tion is untenable and it has consequently 
directed its attention to making some iir- 
rangemcnt with Great Britain to preserve 
seal life in Behring's Sea. Whether Ameri- 
can stateismen have found out that thoir 
country does not po.9sea3 thu rights in 
Behring's Sea that they claimed or whether 
they believe that it will be very difficult in- 
deed to enforce that claim, it is certain that 
thoy have come down from the high and 
mighty stand they took a year or two ago, 
and are willing to listen to reason. It is 
jnst possible that Mr. Blaine has received 
a quiet hint from St. I'etersburg that 
Russia cannot join tho United States in 
asserting its claim to jm-isdiction over the 
waters of any part of tho Pacitie Ocean. 



TfTE PRESIDENTS TOUR. 

President Harrison has during his tour 
won golden oi)inions from men of all parlies. 
It appears thnt previous to his taking 
this journey the people of tho United 
States did not know much about their 
President. Considering the high position 
he occupies very little has been seen of him 
or known about him since his eltotion. 
People in general appeared to think that lie 
was a man a little below mediocrity, and 
that it was not likely that he wculd dis- 
tinguish himself in any way during his term 
of office. All that they expected of him was 
that ho would perform the duties of his 
oflice respectably. The clever speeches he 
has made, and the tact and good sense 
which he has displayed are evidently a sur- 
prise even to the men of his own party. 
One can see from . tho laudatory articles in 
tho newspapers that the Republicans did 
not think it was in the I'resident to ac(iuit 
himself so creditably. 

Mr. Harrison's short speeches are admir- 
able. They do not consi.'it of mere connnon- 
placcs neatly worded and pleasantly said. 
There is thought iu them, and it is often 
voiy happily expressed. He lets the people 
know that he has opinions of his own, and 
that he is not aftaid to express them, hut he 
has tho tact and skill to propound parly 
doctrines withotit evincing the slightest 
trace of party spirit. His speeches were as 
well received by the Democrats of Texas as 
they are by the Republicans of California. 
It may he that when Mr. Harri.son first set 
out people went to meet him as a matter of 
courtesy, to show that tlicy honored the 
Chief Magistrate of the Republic, but he 
had not travelled'^ mauy days when they 
must have felt a 'genuioe respect for the 
man as well as tor the office he filled. It 
may be, as his opponents say, that Mr. Har- 
rison has no higher motive in what he says 
and does on this tour, thm to gain the 
nomination of hia party, next year. That 
may be the case, but' it must be admitted 
that the policy he pursues is a 'wise policy, 
and that, if he had'no ulterior designs, but 
was merely visiting the people of the 
South and West to get aci|uaiuted with 
their condition, and the state of the parts 
of the republic in which they, live, in order 
that be may better perform tho very im- 
portant duties of bis bigh oMce, he could 
not accomplish that legitimate purpose in 
a more skilful, or a more eflfeetive, way. 
The President of the United Slates will go 
hack to Washington with a far higher 
reputation than ho had when he set out on 
his journey.

THE FISHERIES KEFOIIT. 

To THE Editor — Your excellent article 
in this day's issue of your paper takes good 

f round in dealing with, the famous report of 
Ir. Wilinot; a report full of inaccuracies 
and exaggerations throughout. Indeed, 
one might u.o further and fairly characterise 
the illustrations, inconsistencies and gen- 
eral misrepresentation us gross libels on 
the canners and fishermen of our Province, 
and upon the Dominion of Canada. The 
IJepartnient would only be doing its duty 
in at once withdrawing the repottfrom 
further publication. 

Strange, indeed, dAes it seem that the 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries allo.vs 
himself to be practically led by the nose by 
a subordinate, whose overweening vanity 
prompts an ambition of showing his cliiel, 
that our canners and fishermen are a grceily 
avaricious lot, only bent on depleting the 
rivers to their own gain; that they know 
nothing of the habits of the festive salmon, 
and care less for its pi otection and pre- 
servation; tk'.ul further, tint only one indi- 
vidual in the Dominicm is cnpabic of laying 
down rules and regulations for the govern- 
ment of the tisheriea; and, more inarTelous 
still, this remarkable fund of information 
has been picked up after an experience of 
business and pleasure extending for nearly 
two days on Eraser river. 

Tho sooner the minister takes a really 
serious view of tho <|uestioii, thinhfor liim- 
ndf, and deals with the matter in a practi- 
cal, business-like way, the better for the 
country, and particularly this province. To 
further illustrate tho shortcomings of the 
department, I am informed, on undoubted 
authority, that, oven at this juncture, when 
canners are anxiously ti y ing to arrange for 
the season's work, aiiplicaiits for licenses 
em obtain no sitisfactory reply; the in-

HIGHERJIDUCATION. 
Continned from Second Page. 



THE FBEMIBK's ADDBBSS. 

Hon. John Robson, premier of the pro- 
vince and minister of education, was the 
next speaker. He e.'cprcssod pleasure at being 
present, and interest in the histoiy. of the 
institution as related by Principal Church. 
Victoria and tho college were to bo con- 
gratulated on having so able a man at the 
head of one of its educational institutions 
as the gentleman referred to. Ho had 
shown himaulf po-'-sosaed of pluck, courage 
and enterprise, as well aa education, in pro- 
viding the handsome college which liad juat 
been declared open. He (Hon. Mr. Robaon) 
hoped that l^riiioipal Church would find his 
enterprise justified by the results. It was 
fitting that tho college should have been 
rescued from its early, disadvantageous 
environments, in rented and unsuitable 
premiaea, and placed in thia beautiful spot, 
80 well suited in every way for the location 
of a college. Tlio prenuer thanked both 
the Governor and Principal Church for thf 
kind words they had given the public 
schools, and agreed that Corrig College sup- 
plied the link which would connect the 
public schools witli what was looked for in 
the near future — the University of 
British Columbia. Corrig College, 
he felt sure, would contribute materi- 
ally to placing Victoria in the high 
position that she is to occupy from a social 
as well aa an educational point of view. He 
felt special pleasure in being present as the 
representative of the provincial educational 
system, and could give the right hand of 
fellowship to PrinDipal Church. It had been 
well said that tlio selection of the college 
site was a very happy one. With the beau- 
tiful jpark in front, and the white tops of 
the Olympians bounding tlie horizon, a 
sylvan scene was presented, whose equal it 
would be hard to find in any country. He 
hoped that the suitable and advantageous 
surroundings of the college would continue 
undisturbed, and that a certain institution 
talked of would not bo erected in the neigh- 
borhood. Ho hoped that tho Principalof 
Corrig College would not wake up some fine 
morning to find that they had encamped 
beneath the shadow of the upas tree. 

Turningto the pupils, tho lionorable gentle- 
man continued, inipressing upon their 
minds the great responaihilitiea they were 
called upon to bear. Upon them he de- 
clared the future and the success of the 
college depended. They were in duty 
bound us students of Corrig, to be gentle- 
men in the highest sense of the term. 
When they looked at the snowy peaks of 
the mighty mountains tathe east and south, 
it would be an object lesson for them. Th«y 
would think of the purity of the .eiiow that 
in the heat of summer did not leave tliose 
rocky heights, and they would think, too, 
of the pure, crystal water that had its 
source in that pure snow. So it was if the 
mind and heart were pure, words and ac- 
tions would bo pure also. If it 
was not education in its highest 
sense to make Cliriatian gcntlcniou, educa- 
tion was u failure. He hoped future his- 
torians in recalling the incidents in the 
lives of those celebrated in arms, profea- 
sions or the scieuces would be able to re- 
cord. " He was one of the first pupils of 
Corrig College." (Cheers.) 

Hon. D. W. Higgira remarked that Mr. 
Pemberton and himself were the only mem- 
bers of the present company who had at- 
tenilcd the opening of the old College, 30 
ycar.s ago — and lie was not an . old man 
either, or, or least, did not think he was. 
He thought tkat the selection of the college 
site was a good index of tho teacher's mind. 
In regard to this pioneer collegiate school, 
he had watched its growth llirough 30 
years, and had failed to discover ohl' Corrig 
boy wlio had brought diagrace on 
hiin.self or hi.s friends. Many li.id 
risen to high ])OsilioiiH of honor 
anil of trust, a-iong them the late 
prrmier, Hon. A. K. 15. Davie, but, mine had 
i'lillen to disgrace. He congratulated jMr. 
Church on the beauty and convenience of his 
school, and hoped that the boys would 
.So act that each ileHi;ciiilinK sun 
Wonlii stiC BOine noblo acLiun done. 

Mr. II. C. lieeloii nc^xt addressed the 
Rchool at some length, with eloi|uencc, after 
wliich a vote of thanks to tlie Lieut. -(iover- 
nor was inovcil by Aid. Hunter, M.P.P., 
seconded by Kev. ^Ir. Uoblis av.il imuni- 
niously carriuil, and cheers for tlu: Governor 
and the sclioo! hroiiglil tho proceedings to 
an end. 

r.uiichcon was served the visitors in the 
ilining room, and in the evening a select 
number attended the social danco given in 
the college building, with which opening 
day wus brought to a close.

(London Financial News, April 17.) 
Mr. Mercier, the Picniier of Quebec, who, 
irith his Provinciul Treasuiei', Ima of late 
been sporting hin.self with continentiil kings 
and preaideiitB— always, bu it noted, ut the 
oipouse of his follow-coimtrymcu— has now 
given it out that his financial mission to the 
Continent hus been a pronounced suucoss. 
Cable advii'cs received fioni Ciuuula, by way 
of New York, slate tbut the Quebec iMniis- 
tcrs have made a "preliminary arrange- 
ment in the matter ol the new provnicial 
loan of $10,000,000," and that "the -loan 
will he issued by French, (iei inan and Dutch 

V banking houses." What this " prelimniary 
arrangement" may be we cannot say; but 

^ if Messrs. Mercier and Shehyn luvvo really 
induced eontincntiil hou-ses to hundle tliis 
loan on a regular husiness basis, tliey have 
Bucceedod beyond tlie expect.ition of many 
of their Canadian friends, and if this be, in- 
deed, the outcome of tho mission to Ihussels 
and Paris, we, in this country, have certain- 
ly no ground for dissatiafaclion. Wo have 
already piven our readers enough insight 
into the financial methods of Quebec Minis- 
ters to enable them to appreciate the real 
Talue of this new Quebec Provincial Loan ; 
but the regular financial statements sub- 
mitted to the Provincial Assembly throw 
further useful light upon tho subjeet. 
Here, for instance, is a comparison of the 
officially estimated bills of expenditure for 
Quebec and its sister province, Ontario, the 
Ontario fiscal year ending with December, 
1891, and the Quebec fiscal year vrith June, 
1892:—

Of course, if Mr. Mercier has really been 
aucocssful in his present mission, tho already 
heavy charge of tho Quebec debt must be 
increased by some §300,000 to $400,000 ; 
but. even without that, tho eompurison is 
suggestive enough. How, for instance, is it 
that Ontario, with all its encouragcmunt of 
agriculture and railways, is aide lo dispense 
with a public debt altogether, wliile back- 
ward Quebec nuist needs indulge in the Ulk- 
ury to the full ? Then, again, how comes it 
to pass tliat Ontario, with its 2,000,000 of 
people, is able to carry on the civil govern- 
ment at a cost of S,'i(),0()0 below that of 
Quebec, with its I'opuliition of less than 
1, ■'300,000, while its iegialation is eeoured for 
$74,000 less? No one will pretend that the 
local government of Ontario is inferior to 
that of Quebec. The former is in many re- 
spects ;i model of honesty and eOiciency ; 
lie must be bold indeed who would say the 
same of the latter. Equally iiotewonliy is 
the fact that Quebec spends §100,000 more 
than Ontario for the administration of jus- 
tice, $130,000 more for auriculture and im- 
migration, and 547,000 more under that 
most convenient heading, "miscellaneous 
services." The only item that seems to favor 
Quebec is " public institutions," where tho 
Ontario expenditure is very much the 
heavier — a fact for which the immense 
superiority of tho Quebec scliools, colleges 
and asylums is a sufficient explanation. 
But, even as tho figures stand, it is seen that 
Ontario manages its affairs at about S7r)(),- 
000 less cost per annnjn thui Quebec, 
and it would be interesting were Mr. Mer. 
cier to explain what adequate return tliere 
is to show for the money. The truth is that 
the pruning knife is very sadly needed at 
the Quebeo Treasury. Wo know that Mr. 
Meroirt .isjoittly following. the,cxample of his 
predecessors,' 'who, like himself, seemed to 
regard it as the highest evidence of states- 
manship to spend money quite without re- 
gard to the resources of the province, 
always hoping that, should the worst come 
to the worst, there is. still the Dominion 
Treasury to tap. The game cannot, how 
ever, go on much longer. ' Suoh a policy 
must have its cndintr, and' it may earnestly 
be hoped in the best interests of the pro- 
vince and of Canada, that the day will soon 
come when tho Dominion taxpayer will cry 
a lialt to provincialreeklessness.anddemand 
that a cessation of local, extravagance '.shall 
precede any further' ddlies.' . from , federal 
jfnnds. ' v .' .
